arrived at Mr. Eisenhower's farm 
here today for informal man-to- 
man talks on i broad range of 
problems. 
They drove here from Washing­ 
ton in a White House limousin# 
with an escort of Secret Servic# 
guards, newspaper reporters and 
photographers. 
Shortly before IO a rn CST, tho 
motorcade from the White House 
pulled slowly into the well kept 
grounds of the spacious Eisenhow­ 
er farm where the chief executive 
and Nehru will spend today and 
tonight in seclusion. They will re­ 
turn to Washington Tuesday. 
The nine-car caravan made the 
trip from Washington in just under 
two hours. 
President Eisenhower, in a big 
government limousine, drove from 
the White House to Blair House— 
the official guest house just acrose 
Pennsylvania Avenue—and picked 
up Nehru at 9 a. rn. Nehru emerg­ 
ed from Blair House just ai tho 
President drove up. 
The President got out of the ear 
to welcome Nehru and shake hands 
with him. They were due to reach 
the Gettysburg farm about ll a. rn. 
There, away from the pressures 
and pomp which customarily sur­ 
round a visit of the head of a for­ 
eign government to Washington, 
they will exchange views on such 
subjects as the Hungarian crisis, 
the Middle East dispute. U. S. rec­ 
ognition of Red China, U. S. mili­ 
tary alliances, colonialism and dis­ 
armament.

Nehru, 
his visit to the United 
States long delayed by the Prest- 
dent’s illness of last summer, ar­ 
rived in Washington aboard the 
President s personal plane Sunday 
afternoon. In setting foot on Amer­ 
ican soil for only the second time, 
he said that he considered it a 
privilege to confer with Mr. Eisen­ 
hower “ at this rather important 
and even, perhaps, critical moment 
in history.”

Mr. Ei­ 
senhower 
almost ran down the 
W'hite House steps to greet Nehru 
and his daughter, Indira Gandhi. 
"This is an event to which I 
have long looked forward,” the 
President said. 
“ It is a privilege 
and an honor to welcome you to 
this land—and to this house.” 
It w as the first face-to-face meet­ 
ing between the two leaders since 
1949 wher Nehru received an hon­ 
orary degree at Columbia Univer­ 
sity, which Mr. Eisenhower then 
headed. 
After lunch with the President, 
the Indian

with Secretary

John Foster Dulles for more than 
an hour, attended a reception at

Soviets Claim 
Revolution in 
Hungary Ends 


VIENNA UPV—Russia said today 
the Hungarian revolution had end­ 
ed, but reports from Budapest said 
Russian tanks, troops and possibly 
planes were 
still fighting rebel 
guerrillas in the wild mountains 
north of the capital. 
The Budapest government was 
reported sending Hungarian strik­ 
ers to the coal mines today as 
forced labor in an effort to avert 
economic disaster, and a Buda­ 
pest broadcast today said 654 went 
to work in the Matra Mountain 
mines today.

SPRINGFIELD CP) — Illinois 
coal production for November to­ 
taled 4,1236,196 tons, a drop of 250,- 
518 tons from October, the State 
Mines and Minerals Department re­ 
ported today. 
However, November production 
was 33,679 tons greater than No­ 
vember, 1955. 
Four persons were killed and 83 
injured in mining accidents dur­ 
ing November, with the fatalities 
occurring in Christian, Saline, Mad­ 
ison and Williamson counties. 
The November deaths brought 
the totals for the year to 19, with 
947 injured. 
The November production was 
reported by 148 mines in 33 coun­ 
ties, which employed a total of 12,- 
185 miners. 
There were 11,691 
men working in October. 
Williamson County was the top 
producer with 574,963 tons follow­ 
ed by Fulton with 515,739 and 
Christian with 458,382 tons.

CARBONDALE, 111. - One-half 
of the cost of an acre of good cen­ 
tral Illinois prairie farm land ta 
day would have been enough for a 
new settler in the 1820s to 
buy, 
improve and put into cultivation 
a 40-acre farm on virgin prairie 
land. 
Statistics quoted in a de­ 
scriptive sketch of “ Illinois 
in 
1837,” a book published thJt year 
by S. August 
Mitchell, 
leads to 
that 
comparison. 
The 
volume, 
containing much early Illinois his­ 
torical and geographical informa­ 
tion and suggestions to encourage 
migrants to settle in the prairie 
lands of the state, has been pre­ 


sented 
to the Southern 
Illinois 
University 
library 
by 
Joseph 
Adams, McLeansboro. 


In discussing the value of exten­ 
sive rhinos prairie land for agri­ 
culture, the author qoutes from 
Dr. Beck’s Gazetteer of Missouri. 
published' in 1823. 
A settler buy­ 
ing from the government domain 
could get 40 acres for $50. Cost of 
breaking up the prairie land for 
cultivation 
was $1.50 to $2 
per 
acre, and fencing 40 acres eight 
rails high with stake and rider 
would 
require 6,000 
rails and 
stakes, costing HOO total. A cab­ 
in would add another $20. bringing 
the total farm outlay to $250. 
For the benefit of would-be set­ 
tlers, the author painted glowing 
word pictures of rich Illinois prai­
